[the matter, that all the whole Bible, ( or the greateft- part thereof) ſhould 
!be read over once every year 3 intending thereby , that the Clergy, and 
eſpecially ſuch as were Minifters in the ogy ren ſhould ( by often 
ireading, and Meditation in Gods word) be ftirred up to godlineſs them- 
[[elves, and be more able to exhort others by wholeſom doArine, and to con-

never read through 2 After like ſort were other books of holy Scripture uſed : / 
And moreover, whereas St. Pau! would have ſuch language ſpoken to the 
people in the Church, as they might underftand, and have profit by hearing 
the ſame 5 The Service in this Church of England theſe many years, hath 
been read in Latine to the people, which they underfiand not 3 (o that they 
have heard with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit and mind have not 
been edified thereby, And furthermore, notivithftanding that the ancient 
Fathers have divided the P/alms into ſeven Portions, whereof every One was 
called a Noturn 2 Now of late time, a few of them have been vaily faid, 


and the reft utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the 
Rules called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the Service, was the 
cauſe, that to turn the Book onely was fo hard and intricare a matter, thar 
many times there was more bufineſs to find out what ſhould be read, then to 
read it when it was found out. 

} Theſe inconveniences therefore confidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Or- 


re is drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which 1s plain and eafie ro be 
;underftood 3 wherein ( (oO much as may be ) the reading of holy Scripture 15 
ſo ſetTrth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking one 
piece from another.

which is agreeable to the ſame 3 and that inſuch a language and order, 
as is moſt eafie and plain for the underſtanding both of the readers and hear- 
ers. 1t is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the| 
| plainneſt of the Order, and for that the Rules be few and eafie. | 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying $ fing- 
ing in Churches within this Realm 3 ſome following Salsbury Uſe, ſome Here- 
Ford U'e, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of Jork, ſome of Lincoln 3 now 
from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe, 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may 
ariſe in the uſe and praftiſe of the ſame3 to appeale all ſuch diverfity (if 
any ariſe ) and for the reſolution of all doubrs ares rp: the manner how 
to underftand, do, and execute the things contained in this Book 3 the par- 
ties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, thall alway reſort to the Bi-! 
thop of the Diocefs, who by his diſcretzon ſhall take order for the quieting 
and appeaſing of the ſame 3 ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any 
hing contained in this Book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſ$ be in doubr, '
